Since  I took  the  photograph  of  this  object,  I have  observed  various 
types  of  aircraft  at  night  and  have  attempted  to  photograph  their 
lights.  As  of  the  above  date  I have  not  seen  anything  that  resembled 
the  object  and  all  of  the  negatives  were 'returned  completely  blank. 

My  eyesight' and  hearing  are  excellent  and  I can  hear  the  engine  of 
a jet  plane  flying  at  such  high  altitude  that  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  see  its  lights.  Considering  the  apparent  size  of  the  object  in 
question,  if  there  was  any  type  of  knowTi  propulsion  involved  I am 
positive  I vjould  have  been  able  to  hear  it.

I was  in  the  back  yard  of  my  hone,  located  at  the  above  address, 
photographing  the  noon  using  an  Exa  with  a Wirgar  f-135  mm,  1:4,5 
lens  set  at  infinity  with  an  opening  of  4,5  at  1/50  a second,  and 
a pair  of  7 X 50  binoculars.  Turning  away  from  the  noon  \<Aiich 
had  already  crossed  the  zenith,  I saw  a brilliant,  silvery  white 
light  approaching  slov/ly  from  the  east  approximately  20®  above  the 
horizon.  The  brightness  of  the  light  vras  comparable  to  an  auto- 
mobile headlight  at  a distance  of  75*  when  set  on  high  beam.  It 
did  not  appear  to  stand  still  at  any  tine,  alter  its  speed,  break 
up  or  explode,  leave  a visible  trail,  change  shape  or  pulsate.  As 
it  approached  the  zenith,  the  light  lost  its  silvery  appearance  and 
beca:ie  milky  white  but  did  not  lose  its  brilliance.

Although  I did  not  see  a definite  shape,  this  object,  if  it  can 
properly  be  classified  as  such,  did  not  move  in  front  of  or  behind 
anything  and  appeared  to  be  solid*  X wear  eyeglasses  and  observed 
the  object  through  7 X 50  binoculars  which  did  not  reveal  any  shape 
or  clue  to  its  identity.  The  area  was  exceptionally  quiet  and  I
